Per Procedure 300 the definition of allegation 60- Environment Injurious to Health and Welfare by 
Neglect is as follows: 


Environment Injurious means that a child's environment creates a likelihood of harm to the child's 
health, physical well-being or welfare and that the likely harm to the child is the result of blatant 
disregard of parent or caregiver responsibilities. This allegation shall be used when the type of extent 
of harm is undefined but the totality' of circumstances, including inculpatory' and exculpatory 
evidence, leads a reasonable person to believe that the child's environment may' likely cause harm to 
the child s health, physical well-being or welfare due to the parent’s or caretaker’s blatant disregard. 
Blatant disregard is defined as an incident where the real, significant and imminent risk of harm 
would be so obvious to a reasonable parent or caretaker that it is unlikely that a reasonable parent or 
caretaker would have exposed the child to the danger without exercising precautionary measures to 
protect the child from harm.. This allegation of harm shall also be used when there are conditions 
that create a real, significant and imminent likelihood of harm to the child's health, well-being or 
welfare(i.e., domestic violence, intimidation, or a child participation in a criminal act) and the parent 
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or caretaker blatantly disregarded his/her parental responsibility by failing to exercise reasonable 
precautionary measure to prevent or mitigate the imminent risk of moderate to severe harm. 

Dr. Pctrak from the Pediatric Resource Center in Peoria reviewed various records that were sent to 
her in regards to Julia's ongoing behavior of taking Madeline to various hospitals to be checked out 
for sexual abuse. Dr. Pctrak writes the following in essence not verbatim: Madeline's mother has 
been concerned about someone sexually abusing Madeline since she was 7 months old, and she is 
now 3. Madeline's mother has repeatedly taken Madeline for medical evaluation of possible sexual 
abuse during a 34 month period. Madeline has had at least 13 examinations for sexual abuse. Dr. 
Pctrak writes drat there are clearly other visits that she was not aware of and has not reviewed. 

Dr. Pctrak writes that Regardless of the reported concern for which Madeline's mother repeatedly 
photographs Madeline's genitalia and records video of her behaviors, it is not healthy for Madeline 
and is invasive to her privacy. She writes that it is difficult to teach a child Madeline's age about 
body safety if a parent is continually examining the child's genitals and photographing what they 
believe to be abnormalities, particularly if they manipulate the genitals while taking photos. There is 
a risk to Madeline of injury' when her mother "manipulates" Madeline's genitals while taking photos. 


Dr. Pctrak writes it is excessive for a child of Madeline's age to have had repeated exams for sexual 
abuse that she has had, as well as the number of evidence collection kits performed. Even when a 
child is cooperative Dr. Pctrak writes there is a risk of injury if the move during the evidence 
collection. Beyond die risk of physical injury', there is a risk of emotional and psychological injury' 
due to the intense focus by Madeline's mother on possible sexual abuse and multiple examinations. 
Dr. Petrak writes that she has concerns that Madeline may sustain physical or emotional injury by 
her mother due to her mother's intense focus on sexual abuse of Madeline and thus, being subjected 
to repeated examinations. Madeline has not disclosed sexual abuse to an investigator or a medical 
person. Madeline's mother has persistendy requested that Madeline be evaluated for sexual abuse 
despite PRC providing extensive education to Madeline's mother regarding her concerns being due 
to normal behaviors and normal findings. Dr. Petrak writes that Madeline would not have had 
numerous medical exams or laboratory exams for sexual abuse if her mother had not provided 
history of possible sexual abuse to Madeline. Dr. Petrak writes that is is her medical opinion that 
Madeline s mother requesting multiple sexual abuse evaluations and evidence collections kits, as well 
as taking multiple photos of Madeline's genitalia has placed Madeline at serious risk of harm and 
constitutes medical child abuse. 

Julia also completed a psychological evaluation on 10/14/16. She was diagnosed with Delusional 
Disorder, Obsessive Compulsive Disorder, Generalized Anxiety Disorder, and Paranoid Personality 
Disorder with Histrionic Features. She was recommended to attend psychotherapy, with a focus on 
comparing her delusional thoughts to reality, and showing her how an individual like her can 
misinterpret or exaggerate the actions of others to become part of a delusional belief system. In the 
recommendations of this psychological evaluation it states Delusional Disorder can be difficult to 
treat, but some patients respond to treatment with pharmacortherapy, including antipsychotics and 
antidepressants managed by a psychiatrist. The recommendations also state that the biggest part in 
treatment of Delusional Disorder and other paranoid individuals is that they feel that there is 
nothing wrong with them, and thus, refuse treatment. When this occurs, the delusions can last for 
years. "For the sake of her daughter, Ms. Eickmcicr should be encouraged to attend treatment 
Per Procedure 300 there is enough evidence to support an indicated finding of allegation 60. Report 
indicated.

The report alleges 
allegation #1 Ob-substantial risk of harm/environment injurious to the health and welfare of the minor/- 
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medical child abuse (factitious disorder by proxy or Munchausen by proxy) by mom to minor age 3. 

The mother brought the 3yo in to the Hospital for a rape kit stating she found a stain in the minors 
underwear after returning from a visit with he father. Hospital records show concerns of Munchausen's by 
proxy syndrome. This is the 4th rape kit the minor has had and the 10th hospital visit. The hospital is 
familiar with the mom. Four previous sexual abuse cases against the fadier are noted in Sacwis, all have 
been unfounded.

On Monday 10/3/2016 at the Peru Police Dept, received a call from Edwards Hospital. Julia (mother) 
brought her 3-year-old daughter Madeline to ER, late in the evening Sunday 10/2/2016.

Final supervision- This case was reported on allegation #10a and #60 was added. The mom continues to 
bring die 3yo to medical exams claiming the child has bee sexually abused by the dad. She has accused a 
Dr/psychiatrist as well as the paternal grandparents of sexually abusing the minor as well. All reports 
have been UNFOUNDED and some held for harassment by the dad. The case has been in civil court for 
an extensive period of time regarding custody. The mom was ordered to complete a psychological exam. 
The results note a diagnoses of Obsessive compulsive disorder, paranoid personality' and. This was 
completed due to a domestic relations court order. A CAC interview was with no disclosures. The mom 
claims the minor was sexually abused by the father after the mom reportedly found stainsin the minors 
underwear. The report states this is the 4th rape kit the mom has requested and the 10th hospital visit for 
the minor. Law enforcement has been involved in the past and present and they are not pursuing cases in 
any of the reports due to lack of credible evidence . The maternal grandparents have cited concerns 
regarding the mom's mental health and have reported this was and issue for the mom in the past and she 
has been on medication. The dad had consistently denied the allegations and there has been no supportive 
evidence to substantiate any incidents. 


The mother has shown DCFS videos in the past of her- mom- asking questions of the minor in reference 
to what daddy docs to her. In some of the video the mom was observed trying to get the minor to focus 
on the questions and the mom is repeating the minors name over and over to get her to attend to the 
questions. At one point the questioning appeared to so pressured that the the minor appeared to become 
very' agitated and mentally exhausted from from the mom's questioning. Due to the numerous reports 
DCFS took protective custody and placed the minor with the father. The father then obtained an order 
of protection and DCFS custody was then lapsed. CPI obtained numerous hospital and police records as 
well as the psychological report. The psychological evaluation denoted the mom as being diagnosed with 
Delusional Disorder, Obsessive Compulsive Disorder, Generalized Anxiety Disorder, and Paranoid 
Personality' Disorder with Histrionic Features. Psychological report was obtained. 

DCFS also sought the opinion of PRC DR Pctrak regarding whether tis would be considered 10b- 
Substantial Risk of Physical Injury/Environment Injurious to Health and Welfare Medical Child Abuse 
(Factitious Disorder by Proxy or Munchausen by Proxy' Syndrome and Dr Pctrak confirmed that in face 
this would be the case for M. Eickemier. The collateral reported "Julia has been doing this to Madeline 
and to her son for so long describing this as a "nightmare" for their family." There is no school 
involvement as the minor is 3/waiver approved. The minor receives regular medical warc/waiver 
approved /CPI spoke to the nurse. The police and law enforcement all confirm the information. Waiver 
approved for out of state/family has only lived in Illinois. 
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There is sufficient evidence based upon die Dr. statements, psychological diagnoses, police reports and 
witness statements, therefore Psa concurs with recommended INDICATED finding on allegations #10 
and #60.
